They were convicted in ju stice 
cou rt and the ju dgment was u p 
held b y the Yu b a cou nty su perior 
cou rt and the third district cou rt 
of appeal. 
H erb ert Resner, San Francisco, 
attorney for the u nion memb ers, 
declared that certain sections of 
the Yu b a and Shasta anti-picket­ 
ing ordinances are similar, and 
that since part of the Yu b a or­ 
dinance prohib its peacefu l picket­ 
ing, the entire ordinance is u n­ 
constitu tional. He condemned the 
ordinance as “class 
legislation” 
and said there are other laws 
covering 
any 
situ ation 
which 
might arise in a lab or dispu te. 
Defends Yu b a Law 
Earling S. Norb y, special prose­ 
cu tor for Yu b a cou nty contended 
the Shasta and Yu b a ordinances 
“entirely different in con- 
are 
stru ction,” and said “there are 
acts of violence which cannot b e 
reached u nder the general law.” 
The cou rt schedu led for hear­

If y ou have an epiphy llum it 
is doubtless 
now in flower or 
budding, and for a brief season 
y ou will revel in the beauty of 
these exquisite flowers, the glist­ 
ening', satiny texture of the petals, 
the richness of coloring, and the 
unique 
charm 
of the 
stamens 
which hang from the flower like 
heavy , but delicate ’tassels. 
At various flower shows during 
the past six or seven y ears speci­ 
mens of these plants in flower 
have been exhibited by one 
of 
their pioneer growers in Southern 
California, exciting much admira­ 
tion, and winning many gardeners 
to a trial of the plants. 
Fortunately they are not at all 
difficult to grow, requiring prac­ 
tically the same culture as the 
begonia. 
Their native home is 
in the jungle regions of Central 
and 
South 
America, 
so semi­ 
shade and plenty of moisture are 
indicated among 
their require­ 
ments. 
Good drainage is also e s­ 
sential. 
A lathed garden is ideal 
for them, and they also make

Mr. Dillon has an au­ 
tographed portrait of Cleveland, 
which is reported to be valued at 
several thousand dollars.

Kinley as “ the only president we 
have ever had 
in

House, who knew anything about 
tariff. McKinley’s devotion to his 
invalid wife was praised by Mr.

IN TARIFFS 
(Co n tin u ed ) 
The contributor say s free trade is only another 
wish-picture. He say s "It mig ht work well enoug h 
in a Utopian world, of one g reat hormonious na­ 
tion where economic, 
industrial 
and 
military 
strife are unknown.” 
But tariffs are nothing but strife, nothing but 
force. So we could never have a Utopia as tariffs 
are strife, coercion and force used to prevent peo­ 
ple from freely exchang ing . 
The contributor also contends that it mig ht 
work where every one enjoyed an equal standard 
of living and contributed equally to the total pro­ 
duction of wealth. 
If this principle of equality of wealth is neces­ 
sary- in order to benefit those who participate in 
the exchang es, then any skilled mechanic or any 
g reat executive who exchang es his services with 
unskilled labor, that produces very little, is not 
benefitted. Then Ford or any other big , rich cor­ 
poration is not being benefitted when they ex­ 
chang e their product with a man of small income, 
if the contributor’s theory of tariffs is correct. 
Then a rich man is not benefitted when he has his 
shoes shined by an urchin. 
« This assertion seems ridiculous in the face of 
it, because if only people with like amount of 
wealth exchang ed, there would be practically no 
exchang es at all. J ust so, it makes absolutely no 
difference whether the people in a nation we ex­ 
chang e with have a lower standard than we have 
or not, if we can exchang e with them a product­ 
like an automobile that mig ht take us 1000 hours 
to produce for one that would take us 2000 hours

post-war responsibilities that are piling up for 
us whether we will or no.

Every individual is a free-trader himself. 
He 
never works two hours to produce a thing , if he 
can work one hour producing something else and 
exchang e it equally for the thing it would take 
him two hours to produce if he produced it him­ 
self. 
And if each and every man in the United States 
believes and practices free trade, why w-ould it 
not benefit the people as a whole to collectively 
do the same thing ? 
If the principle is sound for 
one person to do it, it is sound for 10 people to do 
it, or 130 million people to do it. 
Principles are 
eternal—they never chang e. 
When the contributor contends that protective 
tariffs can help a nation to comply with the im­ 
mutable law of self-preservation, he is making a 
statement without even being able to tell from 
what eternal principle he is drawing the conclu­ 
sion. It is mere opinion of men who believe that 
there are no eternal principles that g overn our 
action. 
It is a conclusion that contradicts the 
axiom of the division of labor. 
All history bears 
witness to the fact that the free and complete 
division of labor uses all the natural resources 
Howard, "is a volunteer—a fig hting volunteer 
not a fig hter ag ainst anything or anybody, but 
j Df the world and all the talents of the world and 
alway s a fig hter for his employer . . . Today, j g reatly increases production 
and, consequently , 
from section man to president, each employe has 
reg ard for the other. There are no strikes. When 
an employe has a g rievance he does not attempt 
to harm any official of the road. 
He carries his 
complaint to his brotherhood’s g rievance com­ 
mittee, the committee carries it to the proper 
official, and the trouble is adjusted. 
And here 
comes proof of the value of the preaching of the 
g ospel of loy alty .” 
Contrast that spirit with the destructive spirit 
of those who preach strike, sabotag e, disorder. 
When men g et tog ether to amicably discuss and 
adjust differences, all involved benefit. The com­ 
pany for which they work g oes ahead, making 
their jobs secure. 
There is no loss of pay caused 
by unnecessary lay offs. 
There is no feeling of 
bitterness and ill will. 
Yes, loy alty is g ood busi­ 
ness—the kind of business that makes for prog ­ 
ress and prosperity and stability in a business or 
a nation.

From the standpoint of practical safety work, 
the proposal to include courses in auto driving 
in the public school curriculum seems well worth 
consideration.

To beg in with I am not g oing to 
dispute Mr. Miller’s statistics on 
the number of court approvals of 
the Labor Relations Board. Rath­ 
er I am ready to accept whatever 
fig ures he may have to offer on 
it. 
However, I do contend that the 
amount of support coming from 
the judicial “ amen” corner does 
not indicate to me 
the 
"horse 
sense” Mr. Miller appears to see 
in the working s of the Act and 
its board. 
It appears to me the most char­ 
itable construction, Ihc most ar­ 
dent apolog ist for the court’s al 


the wisdom of the Act, but mere­ 
ly the constitutionality . 
May I remind Mr. Miller that,, 
despite the fact that judg es take 
a solemn oath to administer jus­ 
tice impartially, we still have the 
rig ht to demand a chang e of ven­ 
ue in order to g uard ag ainst any 
judicial prejudice. 
But there is 
no chang e of venue in the Unit­ 
ed States Supreme court. Would 
Mr. Miller venture to say that 
every decision of that court since 
its inception w-as just and free 
from prejudice? Would he care to 
say that the court in J ustice Tan- 
ev’s time, for example were un­ 
biased when they g ave the historic 
"Dred Scott” decision concerning 
whether the neg ro was a human 
being or a piece of property? The 
principles laid dow-n in Declara­ 
tion of Independence, and sig ned 
by all colonies, North and South 
alike as well as the mellowing pro­ 
cess of time have sternly refuted 
Mr. Taney ’s log ic. 
, 
Is the court as at present cort- 
stituted entirely free from bias 
in judg ing the merits of the Wag ­ 
ner Act ? Let us see. 
This year the Feb. 12 issue of 
Life mag azine states that a sis­ 
ter of J ustice Frankfurter works 
for the Labor Relations Board. 
Does Mr. Miller think that J udg e. 
Frankfurter would be apt to ren­ 
der or concur in a decision that 
would in effect deprive his sister 
of her job? 
No, the act I think 
is reasonably safe from court in­ 
terference. 
But I don’t ag ree w-ith Mr. Mil­ 
ler that the act is packed w-ith the 
essence of "horse sense” . 
In fact 
I think a statement of Mr. Mil­ 
ler’s carried to its log ical con­ 
clusion would make a convert of 
him. 
I quote him: “ The penalty for 
violating a worker’s fundamental 
rig ht” to org anize is reinstatement 
with back pay, for the time lost, 
less the amount, the worker earned 
in the interim.”
